MEXICO, D. F., Oct. 15—Pro* 
posed colonization of lower Cali­ 
fornia by 100,000 Sinarquistas was 
opposed by the cham ber of depu­ 
ties yesterday after a heated de­ 
bate during which the semi-mili­ 
tary organization was character­ 
ized as "a shock brigade prepared 
by Nazi agents.” 
By acclamation, the chamber ap­ 
proved a resolution asking Presi­ 
dent Manuel Avila Camacho to re­ 
consider and 
withdraw his ap ­ 
proval of the colonization plan on 
the ground th at if carried out low­ 
er California would become a po­ 
tential base 
for Nazi activities 
and a grave danger to western 
hemisphere security. 
Deputy Alfredo Felix Diaz, who 
sponsored the resolution, declar­ 
ed bluntly th a t the Sinarquistas 
constitute an Axis-sponsored fifth 
column which “obeys a premedi­ 
tated plan of espionage prepared 
by the agents of H itler and is the 
enemy of Mexico and the world’s 
democracies.” 
Importance O f Bay Stressed 
Emphasizing the 
strategic im­ 
portance of Magdalena bay, which 
is being enlarged and improved 
as a Mexican naval base, Diaz de­ 
clared

foothold on the lower California 
peninsula. 
The bay Is the best port on the 
Pacific coast between San Pedro, 
Calif., and the Panam a canal.

Leader Denies Charges 
Salvador Abascal, leader of the 
Sinarquistas, who claim a member­ 
ship of 500,000, said the charges 
made in the chamber are false 
and declared the deputies have no 
right to interfere with the coloniza­ 
tion plan. 
The regions in lower California 
which the Sinarquistas proposed 
Ip settle are desert regions in the 
southern half of the peninsula. 
The Sinarquistas said they would 
Invest funds to develop the land 
for tilling and offered to build 
highways projected for the south­ 
ern portion a t half the Bum ear­ 
marked in governm ent budgets.

W alsh Releases Report 
The report on the encounter In 
the North Atlantic was made pub­ 
lic last night by Chairman W alsh 
(D) of M assachussetts of the sen­ 
ate naval committee. It was sub­ 
mitted in the form of a statem ent 
by Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief 
of naval operations.

At 
9:20, five minutes after reaching 
the vicinity, the destroyer’s under­

Legislation For Revision Of 


Neutrality Act Receives 


House Right-Of-Way

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15—Secre­ 
tary of Navy Knox said today that 
th e navy is ready to put guns and 
gun crews on merchant ships “as 
fast as the shiprt come to us” once 
congress authorize such action. 
Knox spoke as the house ;ules 
com m ittee granted parliam entary 
right-of-way to legislation lifting 
the neutrality act’s ban against 
arm ing the ships. Earlier the for­ 
eign affairs committee approved 
the proposal. 
“We’re satisfied now we can get 
enough guns to arm the ships,” 
Knox told a press conference. 
W ould Be Available Quickly 
The navy secretary 
explained 
th at while there are not enough 
guns immediately on hand to arm 
all ships a t once, guns would be 
available as rapidly as ships could 
be brought into port to receive 
them. 
H e asserted also that the arm­ 
ing of merchantm en is a highly 
effective 
method 
of 
protecting 
them against both aerial and sub­ 
m arine raiders. 
H e said that has been the ex­ 
perience of the British already in 
this war, th at arm ed British cargo 
ships have shot down a “large num­ 
ber” of Nazi planes and th at sub­ 
m arines have been placed at a 
great disadvantage by being forc­ 
ed to keep under the surface rath­ 
er than risk being fired upon by 
a prospective victim. 
Under the special rule granted 
for consideration of the measure, 
the debate will run throughout to­ 
morrow’s session and for one hour 
Friday. Leaders said. they expect 
the house will pass the repealer 
well before nightfall of th at day. 
Opposed To Lifting Ban 
Rep. Mundt of South Dakota, a 
Republican member of the com­ 
m ittee who is opposed to lifting 
the neutrality act’s ban on arming 
cargo 
vessels, 
conceded 
there 
would be little o r no opportunity 
to amend th e measure on the floor. 
The only hope of tbq apposition, 
he said, lay In a motion to recom­ 
mit to obtain longer committee 
hearings. 
Chairman Bloom 
(D) 
of New 
York said that under the strict 
house rules limiting amendments 
to the particular subject under 
discussion—In this case repeal of 
section 6 of the neutrality act 
it would be Impossible to deal 
with other sections of the law 
once

Hillsdale strike In protest against 
alleged ejection from the Michigan 
plant of a score of CIO employes by 
members of the rival AFL-UAW. 
Hillsdale Steel Products has an ex­ 
clusive bargaining agreem ent with 
the AFL union. 
Thomas, the CIO union chief, 
said there will be further nego­ 
tiations with the mediation board 
in Washington. 
CIO 
steel workers, meanwhile, 
today began an organizing drive 
which threatens to shut. down the 
world’s largest steel mill, at Gary, 
Ind.. while other units of the same 
union threaten to call strikes a t all 
27 plants of the American Can Co., 
unless a labor dispute at two Chi­ 
cago plants is settled speedily. 
The Steel W orkers Organizing 
Committee ordered pickets out at 
the Carnegie-IUinols Steel Corp., 
works a t Gary, where 22,000 per­ 
sons are employed. 
The pickets stopped all men at 
the gates this morning and asked 
for union cards but no one was pre­ 
vented from entering the plant. The 
union agreed late yesterday in a 
telephone conversation with Fed­ 
eral Judge Thomas W. Slick in 
South Bend not to use force on the 
picket line at least until he had 
heard a petition by non-union men 
later today asking an order prevent­ 
ing picketing.

U. S. ARGENTINA 
SIGN TRADE PACT 


Sweeping Accord Climaxes 


Negotiations Of 72 Years

WASHINGTON, OcL 15—Argen­ 
tina and the United States entered 
a new phase of commercial collab­ 
oration today by virtue of a broad 
trade pact climaxing the “on again 
—off again” 
negotiations of 72 
years. 
The treaty was signed in Buenos 
Aires last night by United States 
Ambassador Norman Armour and 
Argentine Foreign Minister Ruiz 
Glianazu. It gives Argentina freer 
entry into this country of such 
staple products as canned corned 
beef, hides and wool, it assures 
the United 
States of continued 
“most favored nation” treatm ent 
in the shipm ent of automobiles, re­ 
frigerating m achinery and gadgets 
without num ber to the rich agrar­ 
ian republic to the south. 
Psychological Impact Cited 
However, these advantages are 
considered by close observers of 
Latln-American affairs Lo be minor 
in comparison to the psychological 
impact of the agreem ent. 
The very fact that Argentina and 
the United States a t last have 
reached 
a mutually 
satisfactory 
trade accord is seen as significant, 
since for generations the two re­ 
publics have stood at the opposite 
diplomatic poles when not actual 
ly at 
loggerheads. Argentina 
is 
often critical of United States big 
business methods in the rest of 
Latln-Amerlca. 
Negotiations Reopened In 1934 
After 
the original 
commercial 
treaty between the two nations 
was negotiated in 1853 on instruc­ 
tions 
from 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Daniel W ebster, repeated efforts 
were made, In 1869, again In 1883, 
and at 
other 
times 
to expand 
the term s of the agreement. Final­ 
ly, on July IO. 1899, a treaty was 
signed in Buenos Aires between 
the two governments—but it never 
was ratified by the United Sfates 
senate. 
Negotiations were reopened after 
passage of the trade agreements 
act in 1934.

ISCUSSION of neutrality act change# in terms 
of war lf th# change# are made and peace lf 
they aren’t la a# absurd a# .a victim trapped on 
top of a burning building debating whether to jump 
Info the firemen’# net or ait down and enjoy the 
fire. 
The United States can choose undeclared war, 
which would be the effect of arming merchant 
ships and thereafter sending them Into combat 
Agones; I. #., zones where Germany is maintaining 
'a blockade against contraband. Or it can choose 
unsatisfactory peace, which would be the effect 
of continuing to give German leeway to do almost 
everything it wants to do without running much 
danger of tangling with the United States. 
As President Roosevelt has said, it is improbable 
that Germany ever 
would declare war on 
tho 
United States; there would he no reason for Ger­ 
many to declare war if it continued to reap the 
benefit of this government'# existing policy of re­ 
stricting its own freedom of action. 
That kind of peace would not he a guarantee 
against war. The United States could have had 
that kind of peace by telling Great Britain in the 
midst of the aerial blitzkrieg it was staggering 
under a year ago not to expect any help from 
America. It could have that kind of peace now 
by telling Germany that henceforth It will do every­ 
thing In its power to help Germany and harm 
Great Britain. 
There I# not the slightest likelihood that the 
British alone could win the kind of war Germany 
is prepared to wage.

Two Undisputed Points 
C O certain wa# Adolf Hitler of victory in the 
climactic battle with Russia that he told his 
'tired soldier# It was going to be their last effort. 
Anything short of victory would create an awkward 
situation for the high command. 
The campaign now hat run approximataly two 
weeks. Hitler’s order, published Oct. ii, was issued 
Oct. 2. After twq weeks, there are two undisputed 
points, mentioned freely in communiques from both 
sides. The Germans are advancing. The Russians are 
^resisting. 
The Germans are painting a picture of complete 
sucoess In their communiques end the Russians are 
painting a picture of desperation. The advancing 
aide is spurring on its troops with hope while the 
losing aide apparently la bolstering the fortitude of 
its troops with warnings of disaster. 
lf Germany is doing aa well as it says It la. lf 
Russia is doing as badly as It says it Is, if Germany’s 
losses are not too great, if Russia's fighting power 
is destroyed before winier, if Germany can continue 
to adance and if nothing unforeseen happens, Hitler 
may have victory In 1941. The prospect Is too full 
of ifs to be trustworthy. 
It bears suspicious resemblance to the situation 
that prevailed at the outset of the war when all 
the German motion wa# forward and all the Kus 


F l a n motion was backward, yet the war dragged on 


a l l summer and is s t i l l going strong in the middle I 
of October. 


S 
EN. ADAMS of Colorado has 
warned us that if we do not 
find a way to «top this war now 
"the United States may find itself 
in a position where we will be 
fighting the whole world by our­ 
selves.” 
With the utmost respect for Sen, 
Adams, let us examine his proph­ 
ecy, not in the abstract, not rhe­ 
torically, not by dwelling on the 
catalog of Hitler’s crimes and Hit­ 
ler’s faithlessness but by spelling 
out the practical consequences of 
the policy he advocates. 
It is to begin with undoubtedly 
possible for the United States to 
stop the war. We cannot order Hit­ 
ler to atop fighting because he 
will not listen to us. But we could 
notify the British government that 
we wanted them to stop fighting 
and that if they refused we not 
only would shut off all supplies un­ 
der lease-lend hut would place an 
embargo on exports to Britain and 
would break the British blockade 
of the Continent. 
This probably would be sufficient 
to break the hearts of the British 
people and soon thereafter as a 
result of their demoralization com­ 
bined with the Nazi threat of in­ 
vasion, we could produce a revo­ 
lutionary condition In Britain which 
would force the Churchill govern­ 
ment out of office and replace it 
with a British version of the Vichy 
government. This government then 
would ‘‘collaborate” with him. 
In the British Isles, in Canada, 
in Australia, In South Africa, In 
Singapore and In Hong Kong, in 
Gibraltar and at Suez, along the 
coast of Africa, in Newfoundland, 
in 
Bermuda, 
in 
Jamaica 
there 
then would be British people, some 
willing to collaborate with Hitler 
because there was nothing else to 
do, ail forever convinced that it 
was America which had stabbed 
them In the back and had brought 
them to ruin and slavery. 
Ob v i o u s l y , it is an absolutely 
unthinkable 
policy. 
America 
cannot seek the friendship of Hit­ 
ler by betraying the British and 
all the other people who resist 
him. We should not win Hitler’s 
friendship and we should achieve 
the very thing which Sen. Adenia 
fears. We ehouid find ourselves 
alone, universally hated, and in 
mortal conflict with the 
whole 
world, including our nearest neigh­ 
bor, Canada. 
This cannot be what Sen. Adams 
want# us to do. Presumably, then, 
what he thinks we ought to do is, 
without openly abandoning Britain, 
to use all our Influence to induce 
the British to agree to an armis­ 
tice with Hitler in order to be­ 
gin negotiations for peace. 
This is a proposition which every 
sane man in Britain has had to 
ponder deeply during the last year, 
and no responsible American, how­ 
ever much he hated Hitler, could 
have afforded not to consider it 
in all its consequences. 
Yet the fact is that the more 
thoroughly the proposition has been 
studied, the more dreadfully clear 
it has become that there is no 
paaslble way to make an armistice 
with 
Hitler 
that could 
lead to 
peace. 
Sen. 
Adams 
will 
have 
gotten 
down to the reality of the ques­ 
tion lf he will try to imagine any 
condition under which Nazi Ger­ 
many and Great Britain and the 
United 8tate# could demobilize and 
return to a reasonably normal way 
of life. 
He will find, I am convinced, 
first, that Hitler cannot demobilize, 
and, aecond, because modern wea­ 
pons are capable of being used to 
• trike a mortal blow with light­ 
ning speed,

There la not 
a country from Norway to the 
Spanish border, from Greece to 
Russia, which would not rise in­ 
stantly lf the German armies were 
evacuated. 
I# it conceivable that Czechs, 
Pole#, 
Dutchmen, Belgians, 
Nor­ 
wegians, Danes, Frenchmen, Yugo­ 
slavs, Greeks and Russians would 
sit still and collaborate with Hitler 
if the German army were with­ 
drawn? It is not conceivable, and 
therefore, with his vaat undemo­ 
bilized army, all of Nati-dominated 
Europe must remain on a war foot­ 
ing. 
That being the case, the British 
would be living within 20 miles 
of Hitler’s Immense war machine. 
Can 
Sen. 
Adams 
Imagine 
how 
under these conditions the British 
could demobilize, how they could 
cease to remain on guard night and 
day against raids and invasion, 
how they could end the blackout, 
how they could let the pilots of 
the R.A.F. go back to school and 
college and their private careers, 
how they could let the navy relax, 
how they could send the Canadian 
troops home, how they could cease 
making planes, tanks, guns, Bhips? 
If, as Sen. Adams propose#, they 
are to live next to Hitler’s war 
machine, Just how are the British 
to demobilize without making it 
easy, and thereafter certain, that 
they will he attacked and destroyed 
as suddenly as Norway, or for that 
matter Russia, was attacked? Thus, 
if one thinks the matter out in 
practical terms, there is no way 
by which an armistice with Hitler 
could lead to a peace with Hitler. 
N 
OW, lf It Is Impossible for Hit­ 
ler to demobilize, and for Brit­ 
ain to demobilize while Hitler is 
mobilized, then what would an arm­ 
istice of this sort mean for the 
United States? It would mean that 
we had to go on indefinitely build­ 
ing our two-ocean navy, turning 
automobiles and refrigerators into 
airplane* and tanks, and keeping 
millions of our young men in the 
army camps. 
The feet that neither Hitler nor 
Britain 
could 
demobilize 
would 
make it so probable as to be almost 
an absolute certainty that the war 
would suddenly break out again. 
The whole of Europe cannot stay 
mobilized indefinitely and yet not 
fight. The war would start again 
if for no other reason than that 
every one would prefer to fight 
and have It over with rather than 
stand 
forever 
waiting, watching, 
worrying, preparing. 
Under these conditions we could 
not demobilize because we could 
not take the rl#k of a sudden 
stroke, 
which destroyed 
Britain, 
captured 
the 
British 
navy, 
and 
left us alone facing Hitler in one 
ocean and Japan in the other. So 
we should have to go on, without 
hope of getting to the end of It, 
with war production and conscrip­ 
tion and taxes and priorities and 
shortages until what we now re­ 
gard as "the emergency" had be­ 
come the fixed system of our lives. 
We ehouid be compelled, as a 
matter of elementary prudence and 
sheer necessity, 
to 
convert 
the 
country into one vast citadel, our 
Industry into one vast arsenal, and 
to militarize our people for the 
indefinite future. There would be 
no limit to what we should have 
to Invest In the national defense 
and no end of any kind, except 
war, in sight. 
These are the compelling reasons, 
as Hitler himself has proclaimed 
when 
he 
declared 
that 
there 
are two world# in conflict, why 
there can he no peace with Hitler. 
He cannot make peace because 
he never can evacuate and never 
can demobilize. Therefore, as long 
as he wields his power, there can 
be no peace.

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Freedom Of The Seas 


Doctrine Means More Than Right To Send Vessels At Will 
T HE doctrine of freedom of the 
seas does not. mean merely the 
right to send 
merchant vessels 
anywhere and at any time. It is 
necessary to realize that much in 
order to know what the argument’s 
about in Washington. 
A belligerent 
state— Germany, 
for 
Instance—has 
the 
right 
to 
blockade a port of an enemy— 
Great Britain — without violating 
the doctrine of freedom of the 
seas. 
If the United States chooses to 
break Germany’s blockade of Brit­ 
ish ports it will be exercising more 
than freedom of the seas. Unless 
it consented to 
have 
its ships 
stopped, searched and destroyed, in 
case they were bearing contraband, 
it would be going to war. 
In inteimational law, there are 
two condition# of blockade that 
must be fulfilled. The blockade 
must he effective and must be 
maintained adjacent to the shores 
of the blockaded state. 
Both seem to prevail in the ease 
of Germany's blockade of British 
ports, though the British may argue 
that the German blockade is not 
effective because ships are getting 
through it constantly, with Ger­ 
many making the rebuttal that 
hundreds of thousands of tons of 
shipping have been destroyed in 
the process.

Germany proclaimed such 
a blockade Illegal and in retalia­ 
tion proclaimed ell waters around 
the British Isles a blockade area. 
The United 
States maintained 
that both blockades were Improper 
and illegal, the British because it 
was extended too far, the German 
because it was ineffective. 
This hints at the policy that may 
be

Roosevelt’s contention that Amer­ 
ican ships should carry supplies 
and

It must be remembered in this 
connection that the United States 


veeaels carrying American citizens 
without first making due provision 
for the safety of passengers and 
crew. 
A 
NOTHER restriction upon neu­ 
tral vessels even under the doc­ 
trine of freedom of the seas is 
the kind of cargo they are carry­ 
ing, if in trade with a belligerent. 
If the cargo is contraband and des­ 
tined for the enemy, the vessel and 
cargo alike may be confiscated. 
This properly may occur any­ 
where on the high seas, provided 
neutral vessels are not sunk on 
sight. In these days of total war, 
moreover, contraband is virtually 
everything. Thus, in the case of 
the Robin Moor, sunk in the south 
Atlantic by a German submarine 
last May 21, Germany had the right 
to oonftacate the cargo and seize 
the vessel; it did not have the 
right to sink the vessel without 
providing for the safety of the 
passengers and crew, a point which 
has been stressed in protests. 
In other words, if Germany had 
seized the Robin 
Moor and Its 
cargo 
without 
Jeopardizing 
the 
live# of those aboard, it would 
have been within its nominal legal 
rights as a belligerent. 
The United States has not al­ 
ways enforced the right of free­ 
dom of the sea# subject to lia­ 
bility to capture if running a block­ 
ade and if carrying contraband. 
The right was not enforced in 
1807 
and 
following years when 
both British and French men-of- 
war were preying upon American 


1 commerce. In the hope of crippling 
Great Britain and Fiance by deny­ 
ing supplies to both, American ves­ 
sels were ordered to stay in port 
and not trade with either power.

rN World war I, the United States 
I tried to stay out of trouble by 
not enforcing some of its rights 
under freedom of the seas. This 
government protested, but did not 
go to war when Great Britain 
barred the North sea to Uuited 
States shipping. 
It protested but did not go to 
war when German submarines sank 
United 
States vessels, 
as 
long 
a# enough warning was given for 
passengers and crew to take to 
lifeboats. War was declared when 
Germany Insisted on sinking mer­ 
chant vessels without warning. 
The present neutrality law. now 
subject to sweeping revision and 
perhaps 
repeal, 
has 
forbidden 
United States vessels to trade with 
a belligerent. It has forbidden them 
to enter combat zones, which has 
had the effect of forbidding them 
to trade with neutrals, such as the 
Irish Free State and Sweden. 
It remains to be seen whether 
the upshot of the latest experiment 
will be the same as the two preced­ 
ing experiments, when the United 
States failed to avert the W ar of 
1812 and participation of World 
war I by compromising with what 
it considered to be its rights under 
the doctrine of freedom of the 
seas.

R. TUCKER of the Chicago Herald American 
kicked up a terrific maelstrom with his letter 
to us on a card game called 45. The recent klabriash 
disturbance was Just a zephyr compared to thie 
one, and only the Atlantic seaboard has been heard 
from. We shiver at the mere contemplation of the 
returns from outlying precincts. 
Mr. Tucker wrote us asking information on 45, 
which he remembered seeing his grandfather play, 
and we passed the request on to our readers. Ere 
the ink on the paper had dried, bold Tom O’Reilly, 
the sports columnist, was under the wire with a bit 
of brow lifting at our ignorance and some dope on 
the game. After him by wire and post came other 
communiques adding to the testimony. 
It appears that through Mr. Tucker we have stum­ 
bled upon one of the best known and most popular 
Irish pastimes that survives in some parts to this 
day. This survival is indicated by a telegram from 
Nito Cogin, who signs himself secretary of the 
O’Connor 45 club, with headquarters at Owney Mc­ 
Coy’s Weehawken Tavern. He challenges any other 
club in New York to play a match. 
Secretary Cogin says the game 
is In the book 
of official rules as issued by 
the U. S. Card Co. 
and remarks somewhat bitingly that if we had 
sought for information about 
the game on Third 
ave. above 42nd st. in New York 
or down in 
Greenwich Village, instead of along Broadway, we 
would have been enlightener!. Secretary Cogin says 
to compare 45 with klab is akin to treason. 
J 
OSEPH J. GORMAN wires that the greatest 45 
players out of Ireland have lived at Inkerman at 
the north end of Wilkesbarre. Pa., since the Civil 
war. He adds that real 45 players do not merely 
slam the table, as Mr. Tucker recalled wras the prac­ 
tice of his grandparent and hts opponents, but stand 
up in order to put their entire weight behind their 
slams, a gesture of triumph, as we understand it. 
Joseph A. Barton of 429 East 135th st., New’ York, 
speaks of 45 as the national pastime of the Irish. 
He says it is called 45 because the first player to 
gain 45 points is the wanner and that It Is quite a 
gambling game and may be played by as many as 
nine at once. He says he never heard of the knave 
(jack) being referred to as the Duke of Cork, as 
Mr. Tucker said was the custom of bis grandfather, 
but suggests that it may have been one of those 
pet terms that nearly every card player has for 
the different cards. 
Tom O’Reilly says he is writing home to get a 
report on that point. Tom says his father also 
called the knave “the meanest card in the deck” as 
did Mr. Tucker’s grandfather. The elder O’Reilly 
told Tom his father, a County Cavan man, taught 
him the game, but Tom asserts that the best 45 
player in the family wms his mother's brother. Tom 
Costigan. a famous New York turfman in his dg,v. It 
was Tom Costigan who taught us to play rummy 
with two decks at the old Volney club of hallowed 
memory, 
TOM O’REILLY even remembers an old song that 
lilted in Irish jig time of Timmy O’Ryan, “a 
man of fame, noted far and near for heatin’ the 
divil at 45 and drinkin’ o* lager beer.” 
It seems, though, that poor Timmy fell In with 
some Jersey blokes who “led him around like a 
toy.” so Timmy “joined the New York Fireaways 
and went as a soldier boy.” We take It that the 
"Fireaways” were a New York regiment. 
"Good Time Charley” Friedman could not walt 
to write or wire. but telephoned that he learned 45 
under the tuition of none other than the former fight 
manager Jim Dougherty. "The Baron of Leiperville,” 
now a county commissioner of Delaware county. Pa., 
and that the game is still played in the barony, 
which lies just outside the hustling city of Chester 
on the Chester Pike—and here comes the postman 
with more mail.

And there are some who 
get blurred images of objects no 
matter how far away they are. 
The power of fusion should he de­ 
veloped at six years, but it isn’t 
always. Likewise the perception 
of depth. 
To detect these difficulties the 
parent or teacher must notice be- 
havior.

Sherwood Defies U. S. 
In Refusing Payments 
Of Penalty On Wheat

COLUMBUS, Oct. 15—Standing! 
on an attorney general’s ruling 
State Welfare Director Charles L .; 
Sherwood indicated today he will 
refuse to pay wheat marketing

Gen. Thomas J. Herbert J 
and Martin G. White, department 
of agriculture solicitor, gave con- j 
fileting rulings on whether over-1 
quota wheat milled by the Lorain I 
county poor farm for its own use 
was subject to the 49-cent-a-bushel | 
penalty.

administration 
chairman, said collection would be 
up to other federal officials, hut 
that he would inform Lorain coun­ 
ty commissioners of White’s rul­ 
ing that they must pay the pen­ 
alty.

Tho game has changed tremendously 
in 40 years but this play remains on© of the closest links betw een the old and the new. Today, as in the 
long ago, it is impossible to win without speed, block ing and some power. And a good off-tackle play Is 
just as valuable as ever. The difference is that strateg y has been woven Into the game. T h at refine­ 
ment of tactics is well illustrated by the development of the off-tackle play. T he above diagram shows 
the basic off-tackle play as it was used after football settled down to the ll-m an game, with running in-, 
terferers. I have set down a 6 2-2-1 defense because that is the standard defense today, though the earlier ' 
defense usually was 7-1-2-1. You will note that the p lay originally required the offensive end and wing­ 
back to handle the tackle, driving him in while the No. 2 and No. 3 backs "double-teamed” the end Two i 
guards ran Interference and the ball carrier, the left halfback, followed them through the hole b 'tween 
tackle and end. Defense began to develop steadily w ith the result that deception and variation became 
necessary if the play was to work consistently.

P r e s i d e n t 
Roosevelt has a vociferous 
second in Mexico in his warnings 
of danger to the Americas and his 
urgent advice to build h e m i s p h e r e 
defense.

bring alm ost invariably an echo 
from the Mexican foreign office. 
On occasion, Mexico is in the lead 
in proposing measures of common 
defense. 
Thus, when President Roosevelt 
announced 
American 
warships 
would shoot a t Axis naval vessels. 
Foreign M inister Ezequiel Padilla 
warned th at a war of vast propor­ 
tions was looming. He urged steps 
by all American nations to create 
inter-locking economy and to pre­ 
pare a joint protective system. 
A few days after Padilla's pro­ 
posal, 
President 
Avile 
Camacho 
asked congress 
to approve new 
laws by which he could slap secret 
agents and agitators into prison 
for long term s. 
Mexico also Is building up her 
arm y on a scale never before a t­ 
tempted. 
Military 
preparations 
include 
strengthening the air force, me­ 
chanising a pert of the army and 
laying groundwork for compulsory 
service. 
Equipm ent Is 
being purchased 
from the United States to set up 
a motorised, semi-panzer division j 
of 8,000 men. It will consist of 
light tanks, armored cars, hundreds 
of motorcycles and mobile artil­ 
lery. 
On order from the United States 
also are 160 w ar planes. The air

force has 75 planks, hut most of 
them are out of date. 
Military training will be given 
in all schools and colleges. When 
compulsory service goes into effect 
It is planned to take in 12,000 addi­ 
tional men the first year, 24,000 the 
second and 36,000 the third. 
The present strength of the reg­ 
ular army is 61,500 officers and 
men. including 25,000 infantry and 
20.000 cavalry. The reserves, made 
up 
of 
poorly 
trained 
agrarian 
troops and labor battalions, num­ 
ber approximately 65,000. 
A dozen antiquated light tanks 


form part of the arm y equipment. 
The air force has 650 officers and 
men. The navy has 1,450 men and 
the fleet consists of ten 200-ton 
coastguard cutters, three 2,000-ton 
gunboats and one transport. There 
are light coast defense batteries 
at Acapulco, on the Pacific coast, 
and Vera Cruz on the gulf coast. 
The war budget for 1041 was ap­ 
proximately 122,000.000. 
Government munitions factories 
are producing more powder and 
rifles than the country needs. The

Oysters Stocked 
W ith Minerals, 
Many Vitamins

O 
YSTERS are here again and 
there’s really no more perfect 
food, 
nutritionally, 
except 
milk. 
Oysters, though a prote’in food and 
thus non-fattening, contain 
vita­ 
mins A. B, C, D and G-—plus iron, 
manganese, 
copper, 
phosphorus, 
iodine and calcium. The best oys­ 
ters come from our eastern sea­ 
board. 
Many oyeter beds have been 
moved several times in the past 
hundred years because of the en­ 
croachm ent of industry on their 
home w aters. For instance, one 
bed hee been moved from Bedloe’s 
Island, where the Statue of Lib­ 
erty now stands, to Princess bay. 
Staten Island, and finally to Gard­ 
iner's bay on Long Island in the 
space of 102 years. 
Deviled Oysters 
Now for some recipes for using 
thl# delicious food. Deviled oys­ 
ters will give a new interest to 
any menu. Wipe deep sea oysters 
dry and place in a flat dish. cover 
with a m ixture of melted butter, 
cayenne pepper o r pepper sauce 
and lemon Juice. M arinate for 19 
minutes, turning them often. Then 
remove from sauce, roll in cracker 
crumbs, then in beaten egg. then 
in crumbs and fry in hot lard and 
butter in half and half propor­ 
tions. 
Oysters drind'oll Is a marvelous 
dlab, on* that Ie rarely served. It 
is very nioe for a party. Put one 
quart freshly-opened deep sea oys­ 
ters and anough bread to hold tup 
mixture 
together 
through 
food 
grinder. Mix In two eggs. one ta­ 
blespoon each tom ato catsup, Woe 
ceetershire 
sauce, 
minced chow­ 
chow pickles, also a few green 
onions, celery stalks snd season­ 
ing to taste. Mince to a fine mix­ 
ture. Fry with butter, but be care­ 
ful not to scorch or dry. Place 
fried m ixture In oyster shells, top 


with toasted bread crumbs, brown 
in oven and serve. 
This recipe uses both oysters 
and veal. Fry two pounds tender 
veal, out In thin bits and dredged 
in flour, in sufficient hot lard to 
prevent 
sticking. 
When 
almost 
done. add one and a half pints of 
oysters, thicken with flour, season 
with salt and pepper and cook 
until the oysters are curled at the 
edges. Serve hot on covered dish. 
Angel* on horseback, has been 
termed the hest savory tidbit in 
the world. And it is! Ju st find 
out for yourself by wrapping raw 
oysters In thin strips of bacon, 
then arranging them in half-doa- 
ens on little skewers. Broil and 
place on strips of toast th at have 
been sprinkled with fried bread­ 
crumbs seasoned with a spot of 
cayenne.
